Spanish Merchant Men Captured by Many Soldiers Will Be Massed In,United States Fleet Forms Cordon 
Cruiser Nashville.

FAIR GROUNDS TENDERED FOR A 
CAMPING PLACE 


Key West, April 22—[Spebial]—The first act of war 
was performed this morning by the cruiser Nashville, which 
captured the Spanish merchantman Buenaventura seventeen 
miles southwest of here. 
The captured vessel was brought 
to this port by a prize crew. 


[The Spanish vessel w&b sighted shortly after the fleet departed. 
The 
Nashville left the squadron and gave chase. 
A shot was fired across the mer­ 
chantman’s bow, but no attention was paid to it. As the Nashville drew Dear­ 
er, another shot was sent close to the Buenaventura’s bo#. This time it had 
the desired effect. The vessel’s e gines were immediately reversed and the 
Spanish flag hauled down. 
A prize crew from the Nashville then boarded the captured vessel and 
took charge of the ship’s papers. 
A few minutes Inter the Nashville and her 
prize were headed for this port.] 
Second Supply Ship Captured 
Washington, April 22—(Special)—The Spanish vessel 
Gracia, leaded with supplies for the Spanish forces in Cuba, 
is believed to have been captured [by the North Atlantic 
squadron.

Key West, April 22—Save one or 
two recalcitrant jackies whose conviv­ 
ial patriotism had run away with their 
sense of duty, there was not a naval 
man to be found In town. The theater 
of action was transferred to the har­ 
bor where a glittering panorama was 
enacted until daylight appeared slow­ 
ly over the waters of the gulf. For 
many days past the flagship majesti­ 
cally swung at anohor about seven 
miles, outflanked by her gorgeous sis­ 
ters, the Iowa and the Indiana. 
To the eyes of Key West the great 
smokestacks were barely visible while 
the hulls lay like indefinable shadows 
in the distant waters. The'inner hor- 
bor, however, offered a atriking pic­ 
ture, crowded as it was with monitors, 
cruisers, gunboats and little, hut sin­ 
ister torpedo boats flitting noiselessly 
in and out of the maze of greater ves­ 
sels lying at anohor.

ship after ship answered new lights

The sky was growing gray with the 
coming dawn when the formidable 
family of destroyers quietly and un­ 
ostentatiously steamed away, presum­ 
ably for the shores of Cuba. 
Besides the, monttors Terror and 
Puri*an, the ships left behind are the 
gunboat Helena, the cruisers Marble 
head and Detroit, the dispatch boat 
Dolphin, and the torpedo boats Cush 
log, Dupont and Porter. 
Expectancy 
R ealized 
When twilight fell last night this 
scene was unchanged. The signalling 
between the distant trio of ships and 
those closer to shore had been the 
custom ever since the assemblage of 
the fleet here, but 
last night vari­ 
colored lights glimmered their mea* 
aage acrose skies almost without ces 
Batlon. 
The first streaks of the morning 
light weee crossing from the east and 
two bells just sounded from the ships, 
when a tiny, and to unfamiliar eyes 
sn almost imperceptible line of fire 
appeared on the sky above where lay 
the flagship. 
A moment or two after and the Big 
nal staff of the Oinclnnatti lying off 
Fort 
Taylor in fhe Inner harbor 
flashed into colored light, acknow­ 
ledging the oall. 
Throughout the long night unusual 


without delay, many interpreted th*g 
as a precautionary measure, especially 
in view of the fact that a number of 
officers, including several from the 
flagship, remained ashore, and bad 
leave for the night. 
About ll o’clock there occured a de­ 
cided change in the situation when a 
special boat hurried from the flagship 
with orders to all ashore to immedi­ 
ately return to the ships. 
Midnight 
found the city empty of gold braid 
and blue jackets with which all had 
grown bo familiar. 
At 5:45 this morning at a given sig­ 
nal the entire fleet, with the exception 
of the monitors noted above, began to 
move. The giant engines throbbed in 
unison, the black smoke poured In 
dense clouds from the funnels, and In 
half an hour all the boats of the fleet 
were outside the harbor headed to­ 
wards Ouba. 


Until late last night the officers of 
the Light Infantry were in conference 
in the Armory.

vana submit. 
The navy department and the state 
department do not expect the Spanish 
to submit. 
They expect the forts to 
fire upon the fleet, and the fleet w ill 
return the fire. The forts w ill soon be 
silenced, and then General Blanco w ill 
be ordered to surrender and command­ 
ed to withdraw from the island. 
If 
there is further resistance H avana.w ill 
be bombarded until there is surrender. 
Should the fleet not be fired upon by 
the Spanish forts the blockade 
w ill 
continue without further hostile dem­ 
onstration from 
Captain 
Sampson’s 
squadron, and the ships loaded with 
supplies for the starving w ill follow 
at once and enter up<& their errand 
of mercy. But these supplies have not 
yet been sent, and may not be for a 
day or two, or until 
it is 
known 
whether there is to be active war at 
Havana or only a blockade. 
The president does not desire a for­ 
mal declaration of war on Spain until 
Spain has fired upon our navy. 
In 
armed intervention in Cuba he is not 
declaring a general war on Spain, and 
■would not go beyond Cuba, but after 
an exchange of shots with Spain first 
firing upon our navy, the war w ill be 
on, and congress w ill pass a formal 
declaration of war between the United 
States and Spain. Then all Spain has 
and is* becomes the enem y of this gov­ 
ernment and Porto Rico, Cape Verde 
islands, the Philippines, and Spain her­ 
self will become the object of warfare 
by the American navy.

tations of wool before the present law 
went into effect. 
According to statis­ 
tics just compiled by the treasury de­ 
partment in the past seven or eight 
months the 
wool growers of the 
United States have wrested the Amer­ 
ican market for fleece of the best 
grades from foreign importers and now 
have control of it. 
It appears from 
the treasury statement that the im 
potations cf the grades of wool grown 
In 
this country)) 
are 
at 
the 
lowest level in many years, while of 
the cheapest grade, which is scarcely 
grown here at all, the importation has 
not materially fallen off. 
T*o figures 
given are for the month of January of 
the last three years, which show that 
Mhile the importation of c Is b s I in 
January, 1896, wbb in excess of ll. 
000,000 pounds, in January of this 
year it was only a little over 2,000,000 
pounds, and the falling off in the next 
highest g^ade was no Usa marked.

when the Dingley law went 
into effect, so that it is reasonable 
to assume that when this stock is used 
np the American market will take 
every pound of wool produced here at 
better prices than now. 
As it is our 
wool growers are haviDg a good mar 
ket at better prices than have ruled 
before for several years. 
Thus this 
very important industry, which was 
most disastrously affected by the 
Democratic legislation placing wool 
on the free list, is steadily recovering 
and promises to attain within the next 
year larger proportions than it has 
ever reached. 
It would be somewhat difficult to 
compute the benefit to the wool grow­ 
ers of the United States and to the 
farmers who raise sheep from the 
present tariff, hut it has put tens of 
millions of dollars into their pockets. 
The good effects of the wool duty have 
been especially felt in the west—in 
Wyoming, Montana, Utah, Idaho and 
California—whose people engaged in 
the wool industry are rapidly recoup­ 
ing the losses sustaided und;r the 
operation of the democratic tariff. 
At the same time the consumers of 
woolen goods are not experiencing 
any hardship from an advance in 
prices, for there haB been no material 
advanee.

teer In case there comes a call for 
troops. 
The answers to these inquiries will 
give Gen. Boardman and the governor 
an accurate knowledge of the number 
of National guardsmen who will be 
available for service. 
Multitudes of 
the former members of the national 
guard have written to Gen. Boardmen 
and Gov. Scofield offering their, ser­ 
vices, and these could be used to fill 
the number of the regiments to the 
maximum allowed by law. 
O shkosh 
Cavalry. 
Oshkosh, Wis., April 22—Mr. Olec- 
denning, formerly principil of the 
Bead school, and a well known resi­ 
dent of this city, has started a move­ 
ment to form a cavalry regiment in 
Oshkosh, and today made formal ap­ 
plication to Washington for permission 
to do so. 
He hopes to have one com­ 
pany of cavalry filled by Saturday 
night. 
Yesterday the roster included 
fifteen members. 
R acine at th e Fore. 
Racine, Wis., April 22—Co. F of the 
First infantry, W. N. G., held a meet­ 
ing last night that was partly in cele­ 
bration of the departure of the North 
Atlantic squadron from Key West and 
of the prospects of the National guard 
being oalled into action. The members 
voted unanimously that the entire 
complement of the company, sixty-five 
men, would be ready to move in an 
hour aud a half after receiving orders. 
Bonfires were started by the company 
and a general jollification held. When 
Captain Lewis read the telegram from 
General Boardman and asked how 
many men were willing to go, the en­ 
tire company stepped forward. 
Cap­ 
tain Lewis telegraphed General Board­ 
man that he could guarantee a com­ 
pany of IOO men by Saturday. 
E stim ated Strength o f th e Guard 
Gen. Boardman made on estimate 
today, based on tho dispatches in the 
morning papers, that about four-fifths 
of the Wisconsin National guard as at 
present constituted would be required 
from this state. There are at present 
2,400 men. A3 there are about 10,000 
men who have formerly been members 
of the guard and received military 
training, the 
number cf 
efficient 
troops which the state could put into 
the field is far greater. 
Gen. Board­ 
man says that the state authorities 
have no information on which to base 
any belief whether or not the regi­ 
ments as at present could be mustered 
into the service of.the United States. 
The Wisconsin regiments are all three 
battalion regiments and have more 
field officers than ar*, allowed by the 
National military organize Ion. 
It is 
expected, however, that the Hull aet 
will provide that the state troops can 
go into the federal service in their 
present (rgantzation. 
There is be- 
believed to be considerable opposition 
among the National guardsmen of the 
state to being commanded by other 
than their present officers and to work­ 
ing under other than their present 
organization.

The 
adjutant general's message had been 
read to the company at the armory and 
was met with enthusiastic hurrahs.

SITUATION AT MADRID. 


Spain Accepts Oar Action as a Declara­ 
tion of War. 
Madrid, April 22.—Th© situation in 
Madrid is that Spain has accepted the 
ultimatum of the United States as a 
virtual declaration of war, and has ter­ 
minated diplomatic relations with the 
government at Washington and started 
her fleet in the direction of America. 
General Woodford has left the Spanish 
capital, having been given his pass­ 
ports before he had an opportunity to 
present the ultimatum from the state 
department of his government. 
At the cabinet council Thursday af­ 
ternoon, Sagasta, addressing the queen 
regent, said: 
“The first cannon-shot 
is almost audible.” 
It is not expected that there will b© 
any formal declaration of war, as 
Spain’s action is considered equivalent 
to a declaration of war, and hostilities 
may begin immediately. 
Both nations, however, may make to 
their own people, and to all neutrals, 
what is termed the “notification of 
war.” 
At 3 o’clock this afternoon a semi­ 
official note issued, saying the Spanish 
government considered that the ulti­ 
matum of the United States consti­ 
tuted a declaration of war. 
The note 
stated that the proper form to he adopt­ 
ed was not to make any further reply, 
but to “await the expiration of time 
mentioned in the ultimatum 
before 
opening hostilities. 
In the meantime 
the Spanish authorities have placed 
their possessions in a state of defense, 
and their fleet is already on its way to 
meet that of the United States.”
